SUBJECT: GOVERNOR GEORGE W. ROMNEY 
REPUBLICAN -MICHIGAN 
APPOINTED SE CRETANY OF HOUSING AND 
URBAN DEVELOPMENT IN NIXON ADMINISTRATION 


We have learned that captioned has been appointed Secretary of 
Housing and Urban Development by President-elect Nixon. Our files reveal 
that Romney, born 7-8-07, Chihuahua, Mexico, attended the University of 
Utah and The George Washington University (1929-30). A former top-level 
executive with the American Motors Corporation, he was elected Governor 
of Michigan in 1962. He was a missionary for the Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-Day Saints in Scotland and England (1927-28) and from 1929-30 he 
was a tariff specialist for U. S. Senator David I. Walsh. 


We conducted an investigation of Romney in connection with a 
Department of Labor position in 1949, which was favorable. He has expressed 
high regard for the Director and the Bureau on a number of occasions and 
the Director has congratulated him on his election and re-election as Governor 
of Michigan. By letter dated 4-16-65, the Director thanked Governor Romney 
for a framed proclamation signed by the Governor and presented to the Director 
by the Booth Newspaper Editors during the April, 1965, convention of the 
Ajmerican Society of Newspaper Editors.

advised that in his opinion, Mr. .ROMNEY would give his 
life for a cause in which he believed, that he is a loyal 
American Citizen, and is unique in his humility, plus his 
dynamic way of getting things done. He stated he would 
recommend the appointee highly for a position of trust*

President HUGH B* BROWN, .Counselor in the First 
Presidency in the LDS Church* advised he has known the 
appointee intimately, as well as members of appointee's 
family. He stated he first met GEORGE ROMNEY approximately 
forty years ago and that he has been a stalwart member 
of the IDS Church, as well as the business community 
throughout these forty years. He advised Mr. ROMNEY 
is a man of great capacity and is most capable of handling 
, difficult loads' and working under pressure. He advised —’ 

he is i ndustriou s, i maginat ive, and has a fine family 
and a wife who supports him in the' weighty activities in 
which he has been involved. President BROWN advised 
that in all the years he has known GEORGE JROMNEY and the 
ROMNEY family, and all the associations they have enjoyed, 
he has never heard a word of discredit regarding either 
Mr. ROMNEY or his family. He stated he would recommend 
him without hesitation for a position of great responsibility 
and trust. 


Elder MARION G. ROMNEY, a member of the Council 
of the Twelve Apostles, LDS Church, advised he has known 
■GEORGE ROMNEY during his entire life. He advised that his 
father and GEORGE ROMNEY's father were brothers and that 
both families left Mexico to come to the United States in 
1912. He stated they settled in El Paso, Texas. ^ Mr-.- 
ROMNEY advised that both his father and the appointee's 
father, GASKELL ROMNEY, were both carpenters by profession, 
and worked as such in El Paso. He advised the families 
moved to Los Angeles, California, during a portion of the 
year 1913, immediately following which time both families 
moved to Oakley, Idaho* He stated the fathers participated 
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in a joint farming venture. Mr. ROMNEY advised that 
both families came to Salt lake City, Utah, in 1916 and 
went into the building business, but in 1917, HARION G. 
ROMNEY and family moved to Rexburg, Idaho. They were 
followed by GEORGE ROMNEY and family in 1918. Mr. ROMNEY 
advised that in about 1920 GASKELL ROMNEY and his family, 
including the appointee, returned to Salt Lake City and 
entered the building business. He advised that GEORGE 
lived with his family in Salt Lake City. He stated that 
fie appointee‘s mother died in the late 1920s and sub¬ 
sequently GASKELL ROMNEY married AMY PRATT ROMNEY, a sister 
of GASKELL ROMNEY’s deceased wife, who has lived in Salt 
Lake City to the present time at 1523 East 9th South. 

He advised that GASKELL ROMNEY died in Salt Lake City 
about twenty years ago. He had been a Salt Lake County 
Commissioner. 

Mr. MARION ROMNEY advised that GEORGE ROMNEY 
moved to Washington in the late 1920s and has lived away 
from Salt Lake City since that time, however, he has 
had very close contact with his cousin GEORGE ROMNEY 
and with other members of the ROMNEY family who remain 
in Salt Lake City.. 

He advised these members are: 

GASKELL MAURICE ROMNEY, who works in the Salt 
Lake City Temple and resides at 1963 Diestel 
Road, Salt Lake City; 

MILES PRATT ROMNEY, who manages a mining 
association in Salt Lake City, and resides at 
1930 Sheridan Road, Salt Lake City; 

CHARLES WILKIN ROMNEY, an attorney, who is 
affiliated with the Attorney General's Office 
at the Uth State Capitol, and who resides at 
1451 East 3300 South, Salt Lake City. 

MARION ROMNEY advised that GEORGE ROMNEY, ih 
his opinion, is a dynamic and driving individual, dedicated

and a loyal American who would be loyal to mot only his 
Country, but to those who have called him into the 
Government sexvLce. He stated he would highly recommend 
him for a position of trust. 
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Elder HAROLD B. LEE of the Council of the Twelve 
Apostles of the LDS Church advised he has known GEORGE ROMNEY 
and his family since prior to the 1920's. He advised he has 
had many contacts with him, as well as has frequently counseled / 
with ROMNEY on matters of church business and personal business. 
Elder LEE recalled that GEORGE ROMNEY went east from Salt Lake 
City in the mid or late 1920's and he has had contacts with 
him since this period of time. He stated that he considers 
ROMNEY a very close personal friend. 

He further advised that he had visited GEORGE ROMNEY 
.in mid .^HO's at Detroit, Michigan, when GEORGE ROMNEY had been 
called to preside over the Detroit Stake of the LDS Church, 

He stated that in this capacity ROMNEY was responsible for 1 
the temporal welfare of all of the members "Of the church in 
the Detroit area and was the presiding church official in 
this area, handling the administrative matters relating to 
the church organization, as well as many miscellaneous types 
of responsibilities. He advised that ROMNEY was, at this 
time, affiliated with American Motors, and to his knowledge, 
had had a successful career with American Motors. 

He advised that ROMNEY's father, GASKELL ROMNEY, 
remained in Salt Lake City until his death and was a Temple 
worker in the Salt Lake City Temple. 

Elder LEE advised that GEORGE ROMNEY is a dynamic 
individual with courage and drive, but is a very humble 
individual and a very spiritual individual. He advised he 
has had numerous dealings with the Appointee so he feels 
that he can comment as to the Appointee's character^and 
makeup. He stated that ROMNEY's honesty and integrity is, 
in .his opinion, without question* that he is a loyal American 
citizen, and one who would he a strong asset in a position 
of great responsibility with the Government. 

He advised that the Appointee's wife would be a 
great asset to the Appointee in his official capacity as she 
has supported him faithfully in all of his travels and all 
of his activities. 

He stated the Appointee is successful and certainly 
financially able to handle ;a position with the Government and 
he would recommend him without any reservation. 
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Elder RICHARD L. EVANS, member of the Quorum of 
the Twelve Apostles in the LDS Church, advised he has known 
the Appointee for at least 45 years. He advised they > 

attended the LDS High School together in Salt Lake City, \/ 
and he has had frequent contacts with the Appointee and 
members of his family subsequent to that time. Mr. EVANS 
stated that the Appointee left Salt Lake City in the late 
1920’s to work in Washington, D, C. He advised he subsequently 
married in Washington, D. C. and has lived in this area and 
in the Detroit area where he has been a successful business 
executive and a .most valued church leader. 

Mr. EVANS described ROMNEY as being loyal to his 
country , and to leadership, and a man of vision and courage, 
who had the capacity of handling great administrative responsi¬ 
bilities and getting things done. He stated he would not 
hesitate to recommend ROMNEY tor a position of great trust 
and responsibility. 


SOCIAL ACQUAINTANCE 

Mr. .GERALD G. SMITH, Manager of ZCMI, located at 
South Temple and Main Street, Salt Lake City., advised he has 
known GEORGE ROMNEY during most of his life. He advised 
their careers have somewhat paralleled in that they were 
young men together in Salt Lake City, subsequently going to 
Washington, D. C. and having experience in Federal Government 
service, Mr. SMITH advised that he had played basketball 
with the Appointee at the LDS High School in Salt Lake City 
where GEORGE ROMNEY was Student Body President in 1920, He 
stated that subsequently the Appointee went on a mission for 
the LDS Church to Scotland. 

According to SMITH, ROMNEY returned to Salt Lake 
City for about one year following his mission, and in the 
mid 1920’s moved to Washington, D. C. where he obtained 
employment in the office of a Senator from Massachusetts. 

He advised that GEORGE ROMNEY was employed as a legislative 
assistant, and during this period had been most successful. 

i 

He advised that subsequent to his working for the 
Senator from Massachusetts, GEORGE ROMNEY accepted employment 
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in the Public Relations Department of the Aluminum Corporation 
of America and had been successful here in promoting this 
company's products. He advised that due to the contacts 
that he had made and the effective job he had done, an 
opportunity came whereby ROMNEY was appointed to spearhead 
a Detroit, Michigan, automobile manufacturers association, 
the name not recalled. He advised that during this period 
ROMNEY met many automobile people and due to a combination 
of circumstances , he later became President of .American 
Motors Company. He advised that in this capacity ROMNEY had 
been a great success. 

Mr. SMITH advised that he has known ROMNEY's wife 
during most of her life and is aware of the fact that these 
are most compatible people and complement eachother's 
activities-. He advised that the Appointee's wife is a 
charming person, emotionally sound and a loyal American 
citizen, as is the Appointee. He advised in his opinion, 

GEORGE ROMNEY is a man of great ability, drive and imagination 
and an outstanding administrator. He advised he carries 
responsibilities well. 

Mr. SMITH advised that he has had regular contacts 
with the Appointee's brothers in Salt Lake City over a period 
of years and knows them to be men of stature in the community, 
and men of quality. Be stated that he also knows the step 
mother of GEORGE ROMNEY, and while she is very old, she too, 
is a very fine woman with an excellent background. 

Mr. SMITH advised that he knew of GEORGE ROMNEY during 
the period he was Stake President in the Detroit Stake, and 
is aware of the -fact that he had done an outstanding job as 
a church leader in that area. He advised he was released .from 
that responsibility after being elected Governor of the State 
of Michigan. Mr. SMITH advised he would recommend ROMNEY 
without reservation for a position of great trust and 
re spon siblli t y. 
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CREDIT AND ARREST 

On December 24, 196.8, Salt 

Lake City Police Department, advised that a review of his 
records make no .reference to the Appointee or members of 
his family, with the exception of CHARLES W. ROMNEY, born 
1913. Re advised that apparently Mr. ROMNEY had applied 
for a taxi license in 1937, Re advised he has no other 
record in file.

County Sheriff's Office, Salt Lake City, reviewed the records 
of ’that office and determined that neither the Appointee nor 
any member of the Appointee’s family is known in the records 
of that office. 

On December 24, 1968,_ Salt 

Lake City Credit Bureau, reviewed her records and advised 
that the Appointee, his father and mother, and other members 
of the Appointee’s immediate family are not known in records 
of that office. She advised, however, that she has records 
relating to three of the Appointee's brothers, which are as 
follows: 

CHARLES W. ROMNEY, wife BESSIE, has been known Xo 
th e Salt Lake City Credit Bureau since 1935. He resides 
at Salt Lake City. He is the owner 

ana manager or tne .Aita Cleaning Company, was previously an 
assessor for the Utah State Tax Commission, was a self-employed 
attorney, and currently is Assistant Attorney General for the 
State of Utah where he has been affiliated since 1964. Accord¬ 
ing to the Credit Bureau record, CHARLES ROMNEY was admitted 
to t:he Utah Bar on January, 10, 1.938. He subsequently opened 
a law office at 4121 East 21st South, which is the address 
of t he Alta Cleanin g Company. He has also been a partner 
with I I and the Clothing Service Company from 1947 

to 1949, He served in the U. S. Army for four years and was 
released in 1946. According to the records, his credit is 
satisfactory. 

Regarding Appointee's brother, MILES P. ROMNEY, 
wife JANICE, who have been known to the Credit Bureau since

heavy losses and financial reverses in the 1,330-1932 era and 
several suits and judgments were brought against them.. The 
records indicate these financial losses were subsequently 4 
resolved and the business was dissolved. The records indicate 
MAURICE ROMNEY is now President of the G. Maurice Romney 
Company., 4.24 South 7th East, Salt Lake City. According to 
the Credit Bureau files, there have never been any suits or 
•judgments in connection with this company, and ROMNEY enjoys 
well established satisfactory credit.

1 * BIOGRAPHICAL DATA 
Birth 

Governor Romney was born on July 8, 1907, in 
Chihuahua, Mexico, of American parents. 

Education 

During 1925 and 1926 Governor Romney attended a 
junior college in Salt Lake City, Utah, which was operated 
by the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints (LDS). 

It was indicated he was graduated from that junior college 
in May, 1926. 

He was enrolled in courses at the University 
of Utah, Salt Lake City, Utah, during the 1928-1929 academic 
year; at George Washington University, Washington, D. C., 
during the 1929-1930 academic year; and at the University of 
Southern California, Los Angeles, California, during the 1 
1930-1931 academic year. It was indicated during the periods 
he attended these universities Governor Romney maintained 
a favorable scholastic record. 

Employment 


From 1926 to 1928 Governor Romney served as an 
LDS missionary in Europe. 

From 1929 to 3L930 he was employed in the Washington, 
D. C., office.of David I. Walsh, United States Senator from 

Massachusetts, as a tariff specialist. 
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Governor Romney served in sales and public relations 
capacities with the Aluminum Company of America in Los Angeles, 
California, and Washington, D. C., from 1930 to 1939. 

From 1939 to 1948 Governor Romney was associated 
with the Automobile Manufacturers Association, first as 
Manager of the Detroit, Michigan, office and then as the 
Managing Director of that association. 

In 1948 Governor Romney assumed the position of 
Assistant to the President, Nash-Kelvinator Corporation, 

Detroit, Michigan. He subsequently served as Vice President 
and Executive Vice President of that corporation. In 1954 
when the Nash-Kelvinator Corporation merged with the Hudson 
Motor Company and became known as the American Motors Corporation, 
Governor Romney assumed the positions of President and Chairman 
of the Board of Directors of the newly formed corporation. 

He remained withtiie American Motors Corporation until 1962 
when he commenced' his successful campaign for the position of 
Governor of Michigan. He has served as Governor of Michigan 
since 1963. 

In addition to the aforementioned employments, 

Governor Romney has been extremely active in various political, 
religious, civic, and professional organizations. In that 
regard some of the positions he held were Managing Director 
of the Automotive Council for War Production; Chairman of the 
Manufacturers Trade Group, National Industrial Council; President 
of the LDS Stake in Detroit, Michigan; and Vice Chairman of the 
Michigan Constitutional Convention.

Interviews 


Hugh B. Brown, Counselor, First Presidency, LDS Church, 
Salt Lake City, Utah, advised he has been intimately acquainted 
with members of the Romney family for approximately forty years.

He said during this period Governor Romney has been ah out¬ 
standing business leader in the United States and additionally 
has been a stalwart member of the LDS Church. He related 
Governor Romney is a man of great capacity and is capable of 
handling heavy work loads under pressure. Mr. Brown indicated 
he considers Governor Romney to be an industrious and imaginative 
person, adding he is a fine family man who receives much 
support from his wife in the "weighty activities" in which 
he is involved. He further related that in all the years 
he has known Governor Romney he has never heard a discrediting 
word concerning him or his family. Mr. Brown concluded by 
stating he recommends Governor Romney without hesitation for 
a position of great responsibility and trust. 


National Association of Manufacturers, .New York-City, advised 
he first met Governor Romney in*1939 when Governor Romney 
was serving as manager of tthe'Detroit, Michigan, office of the 
Automobile Manufacturers Association.

American Motors Corporation, a struggling concern, financially 
successful during the period he served as the chief executive 
officer of that corporation. He concluded by stating he has 
no hesitation in recommending Governor Romney for a position 
of the highest trust and responsiBility with the Government. 

Robert Vander Laan, Michigan State Senator, was 
interviewed in Captiva, Florida, and he advised he has known 
Governor Romney for six years, adding as floor leader in the 
Michigan State Senate he has daily contact with Governor Romney. 

He characterized Governor Romney as a highly moral and dedicated 
public servant who has a distinguished service record in politics. 
He said Governor Romney has been very active in open housing 
and civil rights matters in Michigan, pointing out Governor Romney 
has indicated he is a strong believer in individually

owned housing which has been obtained through a worker's own 
efforts along with aid from the Government. According to 
Senator Vander Laan, Governor Romney's efforts in behalf of Negro 

people have been acknowledged by a strong Negro vote for him 
and other Republicans in Michigan. He further ^advised he 
believes Governor Romney will continue to work closely and 
effectively with Negro leaders when he assumes his position 
of Secretary of the Department of Housing and Urban Development. 
Senator Vander Laan concluded by statihg he possesses no 
unfavorable information regarding Governor Romney and he 
recommended' Governor Romney be favorably considered for a 
position of trust and confidence with the Government. 

John A. Hannah, President, Michigan State University, 
East Lansing, Michigan, advised he has known Governor Romney 
for over twenty years on a business and a social basis. He 
said he regards Governor Romney as a person with a "high sense 
of ethical concern and responsibility to the public." He 
related Governor Romney is an extremely dedicated individual 
who has an outstanding record as a businessman and as a 
public servant. He indicated no information of an adverse 
nature.has come to his attention concerning Governor Romney’s 
character, associates, loyalty, or reputation, and he highly 
recommended him for a position of trust and confidence with 
the Government.

Frank J. Kelley, Attorney General, State of Michigan, 
Lansing, Michigan, advised he has known Governor Romney since 
i960. Mr. Kelley related even though he and Governor Romney 
are members of different political parties, he nevertheless 
regards him very highly. He advised that Governor Romney is 
a highly motivated person who is trustworthy, honest, and 
extremely moral in his approach to public affairs. Mr. Kelley 
concluded by stating he has no reservations in highly 
recommending Governor Romney for a position of trust and 
confidence.

Seventy-two additional individuals, consisting of 
professional associates and social acquaintances, were interviewed 
and they commented favorably regarding the character, associates, 
loyalty, and reputation of Governor Romney. It was stated he 
has a strong record of supporting minority.groups and has taken 
firm positions with regard to open housing in Michigan. He was 
described as one who does.not equivocate or "straddle the 
fence," but rather one who firmly stands for his convictions even 
though the position he has taken might not be politically 
expedient.

1972. This source furthe r advised that the demonstrations 
are designe d to embarrass|

Students for a Democratic Society (SDS) 
was founded during June 1962, at Port 
Huron, Michigan, and in the 1960s 
functioned as the leading New Left campus- 
based student organization in the United 
States. From an initial posture of 
"participatory democracy," SDS moved 
to a radical-revolutionary position, with 
debate centering on how best to create a 
revolutionary youth movement. Internal 
factionalism produced a split during the 
SDS National Convention in June 1969, 
which resulted in the following three 
factions: Weatherman; Worker Student 
Alliance (WSA); and Revolutionary Youth 
Movement (RYM). The Weatherman and RYM 
are no longer affiliated with SDS. The 
WSA continues to use the name SDS and 
maintains its national headquarters in 
Chicago, Illinois. 

Weatherman, formerly a faction of Students 
for a Democratic Society (SDS), controlled 
the SDS National Office from June, 1969, 
until its closing in February, 1970. 
Weatherman then entered an underground 
status and adopted a.tactic of "strategic 
sabotage," with police and military 
installations designated as primary targets. 

Worker Student Alliance (WSA), a faction 
of Students for a Democratic Society (SDS), 
was expelled from SDS in June, 1969, by 
the then dominant Weatherman faction, but 
continued to use the name SDS and opened 
an office in Cambridge, Massachusetts. 

WSA aligned ideologically with the Progres¬ 
sive Labor Party (PLP) and, in February, 
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1971, moved to Chicago, Illinois, where 
it opened the SDS National Office at 
1225 South Wabash Street. 

The Progressive Labor Party (PLP) was 
founded in 1962 by individuals expelled 
from the Communist Party, USA, for 
following the Chinese communist line. 

Its objective is the establishment of 
a militant working-class movement based 
on Marxism-Leninism and Mao Tse-Tung 
thought. 

A characterization of the Revolutionary 
Youth Movement (RYM) is attached as an 
appendix to this memorandum. 

The National Welfare Rights Organization 
is an organization which has been engaged 
in the protest activities on behalf of 
the welfare recipients. 

Angela Davis Defense Committee 
is associated with the National United 
Committee to Free Angela Davis (NUCFAD), 
which was founded by the Communist Party, 
USA (CPUSA) to free Angela Yvonne Davis, 
self-admitted member of the Southern 
California District, CPUSA (SCDCP), who 
faces.murder-kidnaping charges in Cali¬ 
fornia. The SCDCP controls NUCFAD by 
use of CPUSA members in key positions. 
Headquarters are located at San Francisco 
California. 

Hampton Roads Labor Committee, 
an affiliate of the National Caucuses 
of Labor Committees, is a New Left 

organization organized in the Norfolk, 
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Virginia, area in January, 1972, to 
develop cadre who will provide radical- 
re volutionary-socialist leadership 
during mass strikes. It seeks to unite 
welfare recipients, students, labor and 
teachers into a common front that will 
replace the capitalist system with a 
socialist system. 

This source stated that a demonstration is 
particularly planned for Thursday, April 27, 1972, when 
George Romney, Secretary of Housing and Urban Development 
for the United States, is to speak at a luncheon to be 
held at the Golden Triangle Hotel in Norfolk, Virginia. 


According to this same source, during an 
organizational meeting of this coalition, it was mentioned 
that Norfolk State College (NSC), a predominantly Negro 
college in Norfolk, Virginia, has been offered an official 
position in the. Azalea Festival parade and that if the 
college administration allows the Student Government 
Association of NSC to organize this position, the Student 
Government Association will in turn make this official 
position available to the coalition so that it will have 
an official position in the parade. 

On April 21, 1972, the above confidential source 
advised that the coalition had drawn up a tentative 
schedule for the demonstrations to be held in connection 
with the Azalea Festival. According to 4;his schedule, 
the following demonstrations would take place:

This same source further advised that authorities 
at the Norfolk State College (NSC) declined an invitation 
to participate in the Azalea Festival parade and ,this 
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action denied to the coalition an official position in 
the parade. 

On April 22, 1972, an article appeared in the 
Journal and Guide newspaper, a Negro newspaper published 
weekly in Norfolk, Virginia, entitled ’’Protests to Greet 
1972 Norfolk Azalea Festival." According to this article, 
the opening of the Southeastern Regional Office of the 
Interreligious Foundation for Community Organization, Inc. 
(IFCO), in Norfolk, Virginia, was highlighted by a call 
for non-black participation in the 19th Annual Azalea 
Festival to be held in Norfolk, Virginia. The article 
states that this year the Festival honors Portugal, a 
country still practicing "colonization." The article 
quotes Rev. Milton A. Reid, Director of this Regional Office 
of IFCO, as having written a letter to Miss Regina Royster, 
the current holder of the "Miss Norfolk" title, inviting 
her to join hixa and other sensitive blacks not to partici¬ 
pate in the upcoming Festival. According to the article, 
leaflets will be distributed and demonstrations will be 
conducted at the official opening of the Festival, at the 
Civic Club luncheon, during the grand parade and at the 
queen’s coronation. 

The Interreligious Foundation for 
Community Organization, Inc., (IFCO), 

211 East 43rd Street, New York City, 
is an organization made up of white 
Christian churches and Jewish synagogues 
that contribute money in order to 
promote black capitalism.

Dr. Milton A. Reid is pastor of the 
New Calvary Baptist Church in Norfolk, 

Virginia. He is also an active member 
of the Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference (SCLC). 
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A characterization of the Southern 
Christian Leadership Conference (SCLC) 
is attached as an appendix to this 
memorandum. 

On April 24, 1972, the Ledger Star newspaper, 
a newspaper of general circulation in Norfolk, Virginia, 
carried an article entitled ’’Winsome Queen Arrives.” 
According to this article, Miss Maria Teresa Sanches 
arrived at Norfolk Regional Airport at 11:10 a.m. and was 
greeted by Norfolk Mayor Roy B. Martin and other Festival 
officials. The article further states' that there were 
approximately 200 spectators in attendance, including 
about 20 college student demonstrators protesting Portugal' 
policies in regard to its African provinces of Guinea, 
Angola and [Mozambique. The demonstrators carried signs 
reading "Portugal, Out of Africa,” and "Fight Racism." 

The demonstrators chanted "Racist Portugal, Get Out of 
Africa." 


>A spokesman for the Norfolk, Virginia, Police 
Department .advised on April 24, 1972, that there were 
no incidents or arrests at <the above,demonstration. 

On April 25, 1972, the Ledger Star newspaper, 
supra, carried an article entitled "Maria Teresa Assumes 
Reign*as Queen of Azalea Festival." According to this 
article, at 9:30 a.m. -that day, a ceremony was held in the 
City Hall Mall to welcome Miss Sanches of Portugal and 
proclaim her Queen Azalea XIX. She was also greeted by 
Vice Admiral Richard Colbert, Chief of Staff at the Head¬ 
quarters of the Supreme Allied Command Atlantic in Norfolk. 
The article further states that a band of students 
carrying signs protesting Portuguese policies toward 
its African colonies also attended the ceremony. 

According to the above spokesman for the Norfolk 
Police Department on April 25, 1972, there were approxi- 
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mately 15 young white demonstrators; Jhowever, there were 
no incidents and no arrests at this demonstration. 

On April 26, 1972, an article entitled ’'Queen 
Azalea Asked to Aid Liberation” appeared in the Ledger 
Star newspaper, supra. According to this article, 

Dr. Martin A'. Reid, supra, called on the Queen of the 
Azalea Festival to join in the effort to liberate Portuguese 
colonies in Africa. The article states that in a letter 
to Miss Sanches, daughter of the Portuguese Minister of 
Public Works and Communications, Reid asked her to "Bear 
upon your government, beginning with your father, to let 
God’s people go.” The article further states that 
Reid last week called on blacks to boycott the Azalea 
Festival. 


On April 27, 1972, according to a spokesman 
for the Norfolk, Virginia, Police Department, approximately 
25 people demonstrated on the street near the entrance 
of the Golden Triangle Hotel in downtown Norjfoik, Virginia. 
This demonstration was held prior to the Civic Club 
luncheon at which George Romney, Secretary of Housing 
and Urban Development for the United States was to be the 
main speaker. This demonstration consisted of individuals 
passing out handbills and carrying signs which criticized 
Portuguese policies toward its African colonies and the 
urban development policies of the United States Government. 
Miss Sanches of Portugal, the Festival Queen, along with 
her attendants, representing each country in the NATO 
alliance, were guests at the luncheon. According to the 
spokesman, there were no demonstrations inside the ballroom 
where the luncheon was held and no arrests were made 
during the demonstrations outside. 


On April 28, 1972, the first confidential 
source mentioned above advis ed that at a meeting of the 
coalition, which was held at 
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Virginia, it was decided that the demonstrators would 
assemble on the morning of April 29, 1972, in the parking 
lot adjacent to the Scope complex in downtown, Norfolk. 

It was further decided that Negroes coming from NSC would 
attempt to line the Azalea parade route near the Federal 
Building on Granby Street in downtown Norfolk, According 
to this source* the coalition was counting on approxi¬ 
mately 200 demonstrators during the parade and depending 
on the number of police, they would attempt to create 
a disturbance along the parade route and ultimately stage 
a demonstration in front of the parade reviewing stand 
at 21st Street and Granby Street, Norfolk.

Georgia, from November 26 to 30, 1969. At this conference 
it was decided to form a new organization to be known as 
Revolutionary Youth Movement (RYM), characterized as 
a mass anti-imperialist youth organization, said 
organization being proposed as separate and distinct 
in form and content from SDS. The "Principles of 
Unity" adopted by the conference included a struggle 
against white supremacy and male supremacy; fights 
against imperialism, anticommunism, fascism and oppression 
of youth; and support of the right of self-determination 
of all "oppressed nations," also support of the right of 
all "oppressed-and exploited" peoples "to-armed-self-defense." . 
It was agreed that RYM would not be a Marxist-Leninist ■< 

organization; however, source said this was decided in 
order to indicate an organization broad enough in form 
to be .acceptable ‘.to everyone. A-; temporary, National- ^Steering 
Committee (NSC) made up of eight females and two males was 
elected to govern RYM until national officers could be- 
elected during the Spring of 1970. 


,RYM publications have .listed the RYM'National Office (NO) 
at Post Office Box 5421- and 'Post/Office Box /77012 C, 
both Atlanta,, Georgia, and- a second source has advised- 
that the NO has no offic e space but would probably be 
consideredi as located at 

Atlanta. ' - 
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Second source advised,that women dominated ;the 
founding conference and .have continued to dominate NSC 
meetings to the point that "women*s liberation" has apparently 
become *the RYM's principal issue - also that RYM's poor 
financial condition has resulted in its failure toipublish. 
a paper. During early 1970, RYM’has decided to-cater to- 
the working class rather than youth, since the potential < 
for social revolution lies in workers. 


A third source has stated that it was decided 
at the March 1970, NSC meeting that RYM women had decided 
the organization will- be .molded into a "working-class, 
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Marxist-Leninist, revolutionary, anti-imperialist, 
problack nationalist, people’s women’s liberation 
organization."
